Ry der, member of the neg otiat­ 
ing committee of the Facu lty 
Association accu sed the Leg isla­ 
tu re of try ing to “ hu miliate the 
Board of Tru stees in a p etty 
disp lay of p ower p olitics, thu s 
comp romising their p resent and 
fu tu re effectiv eness in the g ov ­ 
ernance of the colleg e." 


Ry der said the faculty feels 
it has been "so ld o ut" by the 
Bo ard o f Trustees, who h^v e 
demo nstrated no backbo ne when 
subjected to po litical pressure 
and the Legislature, which has 
illegally co mpro mised the nego ­ 
tiating pro cess under the Tay ­ 
lo r Law. 
The 
reso lutio n 
calling 
fo r 
ado ptio n o f the rev ised budget 
was intro duced by Brian White 
(R Dist. 9 ) subject to a perhaps 
later intro ductio n o f a supple­ 
mental budget to acco mmo date 
any salary increases which may 
result fro m nego tiatio ns no w in 
pro gress. 
Mino rity Leader Ro ger Mabie 
(D Dist. 7) attempted to amend 
the 
reso lutio n 
resto ring 
the 


budget to the amo unt o riginally 
presented and turned do wn by 
the Legislature in July . 
Co unty 
Atto rney Abram 
F. 
Mo ly neaux 
ruled 
the amend 
ment o ut o f o rder. 
Mabie was amo ng the sev en 
legislato rs who v o ted against 
the rev ised budget say ing that 
"it can’t help but hav e an ad­ 
v erse effect.” 
Tho se who felt 
similarly argued that the sal­ 
aries o ffered at UCCC were no t 
co mpetitiv e 
with 
neighbo ring 
co unties. 
Dr. Gerald P. Go r­ 
man (D-City ) said he felt that 
the mo rale o f the faculty is im­ 
po rtant if we are "go ing to hav e 
full pro ductiv ity ." 
Jo hn Sangaline (R City ), who 
v o ted fo r the rev ised budget, 
co mmented that "If we giv e all 
the co unty emplo y es 18 .1 per 


cent 
salary 
increases 
(the 
amou nt requ ested by the col­ 
leg e), I would v ote for this but. 
where are we g oing to g et the 
money ?" 
S. Robert Kelder (R Dist. 2) 
and a member of the Board of 
Tru stees, concu rred with 
Dr. 
Gorman to a deg ree bu t v oted 
for the rev ised bu dg et say ing 
that "the door is still op en for 
neg otiating salaries.” 
White, who is chairman of the 
Leg islatu re’s 
Commu nity 
Col­ 
leg e Committee, has indicated 
in the p ast that it was neces­ 
sary to p ass a rev ised bu dg e at 
this time in order to hav e the 
school op en in Sep tember and 
that 
the 
edu cational 
p rocess 
should not be held u p while ne­ 
g otiations are in p rog ress.

was brou g ht to the floor du ring

WASHINGTON - Although 
there are some encouraging 
items 
in 
the 
government 
statistics about the business 
situation, “ public confidence” 
— the most important factor 
in influencing the upward or 
downward trend in a priod of 
recession — 
is play ing 
an 
important role today , as the 
stock market shows signs of 
regaining strength, and as a 
number of major enterprises 
of the country appear to be 
moving ahead with plans for 
the rest of this y ear and also 
1971, die first indications of 
a real optimism are making 
their appearance. 
The Labor Department has 
announced 
that 
wholesale 
prices 
have 
declined, 
par­ 
ticularly for farm products, 
and that lower 
prices 
are 
emerging 
in 
various 
cate­ 
gories of foods. Other signs 
of a drop in prices are noted 
in certain articles which often 
have been responsible for an 
upward curve in buy ing. Most 
significiant, however, is the 
impression 
now 
developing 
that the rate of inflation is 
continuing to slow down and 
that while the battle ’s by 
no means over, the turning 
point may have been reached 
in the struggle to keep the 
price spiral from disturbing 
so much of the economy . 


Businessmen realize that a 
readjustment cannot be ac­ 
complished in a single y ear 
and that the effects of tne 
current 
rebuilding 
of 
the 
inflated economy will not be 
completed in a few monihs. 
But long range planning takes 
into account what must be 
done nex t y ear and the y ear 
afterwards, and preparations 
are 
in 
order 
Tor 
the 
manufacture of enough gccds 
to meet estimated' demands. 
The 
automobile 
industry 
is 
a l w a y s 
watched 
closely 
because of an assumption that 
purchases of cars are related 
not only to the buy ing power 
of 
the 
public 
but

q uantities on which it may be 
safe for the manufacturers to 
base anticipated sales. 
The 
impression 
is 
that 
pending 
wage 
negotiations 
will not result in settlements 
as high as had been ex pected, 
or at least that process will 
not be as gravely affected as 
might have been the case if 
the current recession had not 
occurred. Price adjustments 
in all industries are likely to 
be made to induce higher 
sales than have been hitherto 
thought possible. 
On the whole, businessmen 
are not as gloomy about the 
long range 
future 
as 
they 
were a few months ago. There t 


is a general confidence that 
the “ worst is over" and that 
rises in the stock market have 
been 
reflecting 
the 
feeling 
that inflation has been slowing 
down and will at least not 
go bey ond its present level. 
The government has tried in 
various 
way s 
to 
stimulate 
production — as. for instance,

housing 
and 
urban 
development — and has lent

helping

The net effect, however, is 
not likely to be felt for several 
months 
The 
psy chological 
mood is beginning to be one 
of confidence that the crisis 
has been met. The task from 
now on is to maintain a stable

and,

The entire economic picture 
is changing slowly , but the 
trend is toward a recovery

play ing a significant part in 
holding down unemploy ment 
and.

All of this is part of the

Yes, Virginia, there is a Fred Dav i and he 
has been a Santa Clau s to Kingston area base­ 
ball for more than fou r decades. 
Nev er a p lay er, he lau nched his carer as 
a manager and p romoter of the game in an 
ap p le orchard at Glasco. A far cry from the 
sp lendiferou s setting of Deitz Stadiu m and its 
new lighting sy stem, to be su re, 
He made his way from the orchard to the 
inner sanctu m of the New York Yank ee lock er 
room where he bu ilt an incredible and fas­ 
cinating friendship with Joe DiMaggio. 
Ho w many peo ple, do y o u think, co uld 
Induee the Yankee Clipper to break awav 
fro m the po st-game activ ities o f the Yankee 
Old Timers Day , rush to Kingsto n and put 
o n a clinic fo r Little Leaguers? No t many 
and perhaps no bo dy . 


THK RELATIONSHIP between the u rbane, 
sop histicated DiMaggio and the earthy Dav i 
has long p u zzled and confou nded those with 
whom they are mu tu ally acqu ainted. 
“ He mak es Joe lau gh.” say s Frank (Sp ec) 
Shea, 
onetim e 
team m ate 
of 
Joltin’ 
Joe, 
leav ing the imp ression that it’s not alway s 
easy to get the seriou s DiMag to cu t loose 
with a belly lau gh. Obv iou sly , Fred didn't 
earn the nick name Lau ghing Boy withou t 
good reason. 
As a wartime o perato r o f the Waterbury 
Brassco s, a Co nnecticut semi-pro team heav ily 
larded with majo r league play ers who were 
fighting the Seco nd Wo rld War at nearby 
New Lo ndo n nav al base, Dav i made baseball 
histo ry o f a kind. 
He claims a baseball record which isn’t 
In the book s du ring his regime at Water- 
bu ry . His team, which featu red Jimmy Pier- 
sall as bat boy , p lay ed three m ajor leagu e 
teams — Phillies, Yank ees and Dodgers at 
mu nicip al stadiu m in Waterbu ry and fou r big 
leagu e clu bs within two months. 
“ I’ll bet no o ther city in the co untry can 
match that reco rd,” say s Fred. "As a matter 
o f fact o ur team wo n fiv e games in sev en day s 
in late September, 1945 , the o ther v icto ries 
being o v er the stro ngest state riv al, the West 
Hav en Sailo rs, 13-10 and 17 to 0.” 


THE BOOKING o f a major leagu e clu b for 
ex hibitions was the idea of Hank O’Donnell, 
long time sp orts editor of the Waterbu ry 
American. War restrictions had limited major 
clu bs to p lay ing only against serv ice teams 
and there was no remu neration either for 
the clu b or p lay ers. 
It dev elop ed that the Brav es cou ld be had 
for $1,5 00. still a sizeable su m in 19 45. O'Don­ 
nell gav e Dav i the requ ired p olitical mu scle 
and the Park Dep artment agreed to p ermit 
the game to be p lay ed. Waterbu ry hadn’t had 
a big leagu e team in its midst in nine y ears 
and the annou ncement was greeted with en- 
thp siastic ap p rov al. 
The Brav es were in six th place and were 
no t go ing to impro v e, hut they had so me fine 
play ers, 
amo ng 
them 
o utfielder 
To mmy 
Ho lmes and catcher Phil Masi. Ho lmes was 
batting aro und .340 at the time and was 
leading the Natio nal League. (He ev entually 
wo und up winning the title with .35 2 and his 
statistics included 28 ho me runs and 117 
RBIs.) 
Masi. a steady , hard work ing receiv er, was 
hitting arou nd .275. 
As p art of the bally hoo it was p lanned to 
honor Holmes, so a hu ge banner was p laced 
across the lobby of The Elton Hotel for all 
the Brav es to see when they arriv ed the night 
before from New London. It read: “ Welcome, 
Tommy Holmes, 
National Leagu e 
Batting 
Leader.” 
Mas* took one look at it and shou ted: 
“ What the hell is going on in this hick town? 


Don’t they k now we hav e other stars besides 
Holmes?” 


MORE THAN 6.000 p aid to see the game 
and there was an adv anced sale of .1.000. 
Du ffy Lewis, the Brav es’ road secretary , was 
ecstatic abou t the tu rnou t. Boston's cu t cou ld 
hav e been as mu ch as $3,000. bu t Lewis wanted 
Dav i to get a break ou t of the p romotion and 
settled for a lot less. The Brav es won the 
game, 13 3, 
The success o f the game pro mpted Dav i 
to seek o ther clubs. Nex t came the Phillies 
and General Manager Herb Penno ck v o lun­ 
teered to hav e J immy Fo x x , then a Phils’ 
pinch hitter and co ach, and Manager Ben 
Chapman pitch. Ben. a fo rmer Yankee o utfield, 
great, had do ne so me pitching in the majo rs 
but neither he no r Fo x x fo o led the Brassco s, 
who wo n 13-3 befo re 2,100. 
Dav i nex t book ed the Yank ees, with whom 
he was to hav e a lifetime lov e affair. The 
Bombers (for real, then) had George (Snu ffy ) 
Stirnweiss 
bidding 
for 
the 
leagu e 
title: 
Charlie Keller, Nick Etten. Bu d Metheny . Bill 
Drescher, Roy Grimes and Floy d (Bill) Bev - 
ens. among others. Marse Joe McCarthy was 
the manager, bu t he didn’t go to Waterbu ry , 
leav ing the managerial job to Coach Johnny 
Neu n. 
FRANK (SPEC) SHEA, a Yank ee minor 
leagu er fresh ou t of the Army in Germany , 
was back in the Nau gatu ck area getting in 
shap e for his first throwing iq three y ears. 
Giv en his chance against the p arent Yank ees, 
*he was nev er better. He help ed blank the 
major leagu ers, 1 0. allowing only fiv e hits 
in sev en innings. The fine stint brou ght an 
inv itation 
from 1 Gen. 
Larry 
MacPhail 
for 
“ Sp ec” to rep ort with the early Yank ees the 
following sp ring. The rest is history . He was 
the American Leagu e Rook ie of the Year in 
his first season with the Bombers. 


Two day s later, Leo Duro cher bro ught the 
Bro o kly n Do dgers to to wn. It was nex t to the 
last day o f the regular seaso n. Branch Rickey 
to ld the play ers they didn’t hav e to co me (o 
Waterbury but if they did, all the mo ney wo uld 
b£ split amo ng the squad. Naturally they came, 
and were also shut o ut, 1-0, befo re 3,100 fans. 
Al Sherman, a Do dger farmhand picked up fo r 
the day , allo wed the Do dgers fo ur hits. 
“ I’ll nev er forget Du rocher and road sec­ 
retary Harold Parrott div iding u p the money 
in the dressing room,” say s Dav i. “ It was lik e 
a giant crap game. It was a cou p le of thou sand 
dollars for their end and they wanted the 
money in small bills. So. there was Leo and 
Parrott mak ing p iles of green p ap er for each 
member of the team. There was also the 
matter of 27 cents in change and they were 
hav ing 
a thard 
time div iding 
27 
into 22 
p lajers. 


YES, VIRGINIA, that was ju st one gloriou s 
p hase* of Fred Dav i’s fantastic career as a 
baseball p romoter. There were many others, 
lik e teams in the New York State Leagu e, 
New' York - New Jersey Leagu e. Hu dson Valley 
Rook ie Leagu e, the Kingston City Leagu e (old 
and new) cou ntless ex hibitions with the great 
road teams — Hou se of Dav id, Negro National 
and American Leagu e (before Branch Rick ey ) 
— a thou sand games all ov er the northeast 
landscap e of the United States. 
What k eep s him going, y ou ask . Vir­ 
ginia? Lov e of the game, we su p p ose. He had 
a tremendou s ball clu b going for him at Dietz 
Stadiu m this season — and p itchers lik e Bu s­ 
ter Naru m. Charlie Moore and Ron Thomas. 
The fans stay ed awav by the thou sands bu t 
the 85 to 100 who faithfu lly attended the games 
were amp fy rewarded.
